PQPUIA  TION  -  The  resident  population  Riven  for  the  year  1945 
was  S ,954. 


BIRTHS  -  There  were  43  live  births  in  this  year,  20  males  and  23 

females.  This  number  is  ctjmsiderably  loss  than  last  year  when 
there  were  104  births.  The  Birth  Rate  works  out  at  6.18  per 
1,000  population  as  compared  with  15.9  per  1,000  In  1944. 


DEATHS  -  The  number  of  deaths  was  57  (31  male  -  26  female)  and  on 
the  population  estimated  for  us  this  ^ives  an  Annual  Death  Rate 
of  8.19  as  compared  with  10.9  in  1944.  25  of  the  above  deaths 

were  inward  transfers  and  related  to  people  normally  resident  in 
the  Council's  area  who  died  outside  the  District.

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INFANTILE  DEATHS  -  6  deaths  took  place  in  children  under  1  year 
of  a we  and  this  jives  an  Ifantile  Death  Rate  of  139.5  per.  1,CC0 
births  as  compared  with  27.05  per  1,000  births  in  1944.

The  salient  points  are  as  follows s- 


The  5  cases  of  scarlet  fever  compare  with  12  in  1944.  Two  of 
these  were  in  one  household,  the  other  three  were  in  widely 


separated  localities. 

The  one  case  of  diphtheria  breaks 
cose  in  the  years  1943  and  1944. 
18,  who  had  not  been  Immunised, 
in  1945  the  same  number  as  in  the 


our  record,  as  we  had  not  a  sinpl 
The  patient  was  a  pirl  a^.ed 
Wo  immunised  eleven  children 
previous  year. 


The  cases  of  measles  notified  were  relatively  few  7,  compared 
with  16  in  1944  and  48  in  1943.  Six  of  those  cases  occurred  in 
January,  three  from  one  household. 

Three  of  the  four  tuberculosis  cases  notified  wore  of  the  pulmonary 
type. 

We  had  no  deaths  In  the  whole  croup  of  notifiable  diseases.
